I. have  tno  honour  uo  suhmit  to  you  my  Annual  Report, 
the  consents  oi  which  have  been  curtailed  in  accordance  with 
Circular  2773  (England),  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

As  reported  last  year,  the  Health  Committee  continu.  M 
to  make  adjustments  in  its  services  to  meet  the  exigencies  of 
■ti‘- 1  i  mo  ■  Condi  I.  ions  o  Practically  the  full  peace— tine  activities 
■wve  bee  n  i. m int <-i mod  and  f  acili  Lies  have  been  extended  for  such 
additional  work  as  Scabies  and  Diphtheria  prevention,  issue;  of 
special  foods  to  children  at  Clinics  for  the  Ministry  of  Food 
and  issue  oi  clo  tiling  coupons  to  expecta.nt  mothers  for  the  Board 
of-  Trade  • 

The  general  health  of  the  town  remained  satisfactory 
luring  the  year,  There  was  however  an  increase  in  what  might 
oo  termed  minor  illness  and  correspondingly  an  increase  in  short 
term  absences  fr.opi  work  generally. 

I  .  The  death  rate  of  11.01  was  the  lowest  recorded  since 

|  1920  and  the  birth  rate  of  19.71  was  higher  than  that  of  recent 
Qfij.  o ,  a.  very  plea  sing  fact,  and  an  outstanding  one  in  the 
j  health. annals  of  West. Bromwich,  has  been  recorded;  the  infantile 
I  or  oality  rate  oi.  <16  *  a  was  the  lowest  over  since  official  records 
*" ^ been  jropt .  For  in  industrial  town  the  figure  is  highlv  crot 
it  able  but  it  can  and  must  be  lowered  still  further. 

I  would  draw  your  attention  to  another  factor  which 
ill  affect  the  social  services  and  development  of  the  town.  In 
1929  approximately  33,33  of  all  deaths  in -the  town  occurred  amonw 
•mopio  over  65  years  of  age;  in  1942  the  percentage  was  44.?. 
Additional  figures  are  given  in  the  report.  The  age  distribut¬ 
ion  of  the  population  is  moving  over  to  the  older  groups,  I 
anTuest  that  the  various  departments  of  the  Corporation  should 
consider  this  important  cli  ngc  in  planning  for  the  future. 
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Infectious  Disease  conformed  more  or  less  to 
iv or age  of  the  previous  two  or  three  years  except  Measles  which 
.:s  ‘■lore  Prevalent  than  usual.  Diphtheria  showed  an  increasing 
arulenoo  in  the  latter  part  of  the  year,  when  many  serious 
yoOo  were  admitted  to  hospital.  I  would  draw  your  attention  to

A  feature  of  the  year’s  work  was  the  continuing 
great  demand  for  hospital  facilities  for  maternity  cases.  New 
wards  opened  in  1940  and  the  additional  24  beds  brought  into 
use  during  1941  did  not  offer  sufficient  accommodation. 

Bool-rings  were  restricted  yet  nevertheless  over  1,000  cases  were 
dealt  with*  The  Health  and  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Committi 
took  further  steps  to  bring  uhe  domiciliary  midwifery  treatment 
and  clinics  into  closer  co-operation  with  the  hospital  facility 
and  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  Senior  Resident  Obstet¬ 
rical  Officer  at  the  Hospital,  In  this  way  the  Service  was  str< 
thened  and  the  best  specialist  advice  made  readily  available  for 
all  cases „ 

The  Council’s  General  Hospital  at  Italian  had  a  record 
year  and  there  v/as  an  increase  of  31.8  r  in  admissions,  of  300 
births  and  of  500  operations  over  the  figures  for  the  year  befor 
The  Health  Committee’s  consistant  policy  of  providing  first  clas 
medical, nursing  and  general  services  has  enabled  the  hospital  to 
advance  each  year*  The  present  accommodation  is  strained  to  th 
uttermost,  the  visiting  consultants1  through  their  own  medical 
committee  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  Health  Committee  and  its 
medical  officers  „  During  the  year  the  hospital  was  recognised 
by  the  Royal  College  of  Surgeons  and  also  approved  by  the  Centri 
Midwifery  Board  as  a  complete  self  contained  school  for  trainin' 
o f  mi dwiv' e  s  ( par  t  1)  0 


A  special  word  of  thanks  is  due  to  the  general  practi 
i oner a  whose  ranks  were  further  depleted  during  the  year, 
proportion  of  doctors  per  1,000  of  the  population  in  West  Br'o: 
was  still  much  below  the  average  of  the  rest  of  the  country. 


The  Department  is  specially  grateful  to  the  Chairman, 
Vice-Chairman  and  members  of  the  Medical  Services,  Health, 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare,  War  Nurseries,  School  Medical, Mor 
Welfare  and  Emergency  Committees  for  their  kind  interest  and 
consideration,  I  should  like  to  thank  my  staff  for  the  loyal, 
efficient  and  cheerful  manner  in  which  they  have  carried  out 
their  work,  often  long  after  ordinary  duty  hours.

Compared  with  pre-war  figures  -  an  average  of  147  for  the  I' 
years  1930-39  -  the  reduction  in  'mortality  here  is  somev/h 
surprising  in  view  of  recruitments  into  the  Services  of  th 
more  physically  fit,  which  would  increase  the  proportion  o: 
those  already  suffering  from  disease  or  defects  loft  at  ho 
involving  the  probability  of  an  increased  mortality  rate, 
is  highly  probable  that  the  treatment  of  certain  diseases 
new  or  improved  drug3  (the  sulphonamidc  group  for  example) 
•responsible  for  the  decline:  this  factor  was  referred  to  i 
connection  with  reduction  in  deaths  from  Pneumonia  in  my  R 
for  the  year  1941.

Report  on  Infect 1 o us  Diseases  Hospital 

Diphtheria  -  One  hundred  and  seventy  three  cases  w- r 
admitted,  of  which  159  were  West  Bromwich  cases.  The  disease 
was  no  less  virulent  than  formerly,  as  shown  by  the  fact  thai 
there  was  no  reduction  in  the  death  rate*  There  were  13  deaf, 
from  Diphtheria,  of  these  one  was  under  2  years  af  age,  t'nr« 
were  3  years,  three  4  years  old,  four  between  5  and  3  years 
and  two  wore  16  .years >  The  seasonal  incidence  of  this  diseas 
was  the  same  as  in  previous  years,  the  majority  of  cases  occur 
between  October  and  December. 


Scarlet  Fever  -  The  number  of  cases  was  255,  of  who" 
192  were  from  our  own  area.  There  was  no  death  from  Scarlet 
Sixty-six  oases  developed  complications,  including  17  otorrh;  • 
16  adenitis,  G  heart  lesions,  1  acute  mastoiditis  (operation), 

1  nephritis, ^secondary  tonsillitis  and  5  albuminuria:.  35  eager 
were  given  serum. 

Miscellaneous  -  Among  the  miscellaneous  cases  admits 
there  were  IP  measles,  2  whooping  cough,  11  pomphigus  neons’ tor 
(of  whom  2  died),  4  chicken  pox.  3  dysentery,  5  erycipolas, 

2  cases  of  cerebro  spinal  fever -both  of  whom  died#  There  wor 
no  c a s e s  o f  ent eric  f u v or .

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE 


The  attendance  at  the  Welfare  Clinics  was  most 
satisfactory  having  regard  to  war  conditions. 

Two  Day  Nurseries,  each- to  accommodate  40  children, 
were  opened  during  the  year,  and'  are  doing  most  excellent  work. 

,  There  is  only  one  Maternity  Home  in  the  Borough;  this 

was' visited  .periodically  and  Inspected. 

Home  visits  paid  by  Health  Visitors  to  expectant 
mothers  were  4371,  compared  with '449  in  1941.  Dental  treatment 
for  expectant  mothers  was  given  to  231  patients,  dentures' 
being  supplied  In  37  cases.  One  hundred  and  thirteen  pre-school 
children  were  dentally  treated. 

Clothing  coupons  were  issued. in  953  cases,  and  fruit 
juices,  cod  liver  oil,  etc.,  for  the  Ministry  of  Food  were 
distributed  at  Infant  Welfare  Clinics.

Domiciliary  Midwifery  Service 

The  number  of  midwives  in  the  service  of  the  Authority 
was  10;  the  number  of  confinements  attended  was  839,  701  as 
midwives  and  138  as  maternity  nurses.  The  Resident  Obstetric 
Officer  at  Hallam  Hospital  has  been  in  close  consultation  with 
the  Medical  Officers  and  Midwives  throughout  the  year.  The 
emergency  mobile  unit  was  requisitioned  on  3  occasions.

The  above  table  shows  that  while  the  number  of 
deaths  from  /  Tuberculosis  has  increased  slightly  during 
last  seven  years  the  number  of  now  cases  has  increased  consider¬ 
ably,  The  increase  in  new  cases  is  due  partly  to  the  improve¬ 
ments  made  by  the  Health  Committee  and  its  Medical  Officers  in 
ascertainment  during  the  years  1939-42.  Facilities  for  examin¬ 
ation  of  contacts  and  re-oxamination  of  all  children  under  5  years 
have  been  considerably  increased  during  the  last  few  years  and 
the  number  of  X-Ray  examinations  made  for  the  Dispensary  bias 
increased  from  155  in  1936  to  501  in  1942  and  to  220  in  the  first 
quarter  of  1943. 


The  Committee  agreed  to  ..increase  X-ray  facilities  two  or 
three  years  ago,  and  the  effect  has  been  to  contribute  to  increased 
ascertainment  since  most  of  the  cases  with  history  of  bronchitis 
etc.  have  been  X-rayed. 


In  my  last  Report  I  referred  to  the  need  for  strengthening 
the  tuberculosis  service  both  nationally  and  locally  and  the 
Ministry  of  Health  Memo  266T  issued  1943  will  afford  considerably 
assistance  to  Tuberculosis  Officers,

Report  of  the  Medical  Superintendent 

In  the  y ear  1042  the  Hospital  made  noteworthy  progress 
in  many  departn.e-its  of  its  activities.  The  number  of  in-patients 
treated  was  a  record  in  its  hi  story ,  for  5.680  were  admitted,  an 
increase  of  51, over  the  numbers  for  1941 0  Over  500  more 
operations  were  performed  than  in  1941,  bringing  the  total  to 
2 ? 009 o  Similarly-  nearly  500  more  births  took  place  in  the 
maternity  wards,  totalling  lo005. 


In  overtaking  an  all-round  increase  of  some  30^  in  the 
work  of  the  hospital,,  accommodation  has  been  severely  taxed, 
and  the  strain  upon  the  medical  and  nursing  staff  in  providing  a 
24  hour  service  without  a  proportionate  increase  in  their  numbers , 
has  been  very  considerable „ 

Although  additional  maternity  accommodation  was  opefted, 
a  new  total  of  60  beds  was  still  inadequate  to  the  demands  and, 
with  great  reluctance,  a  system  of  restricting  bookings  had  go 
be  instituted r  It  is  hoped  that  this  will  be  a  temporary  measure
